Governor  Builer  nt  Inst  commands 
onr  thanks  not  for  premises  made  Cut 
for  progress  in  needed  reform  and  the 
preeedcut  fixed  in  his  veto  of  tb«s  bilf 
lor  "Uuiou  Snlc  Deposit  Vaults." 

Both  Scunte  and  House  were  "mis- 
led" which  is  n  polite  way  for  him  tc 
•say  they  did  not  know  what  they  wcro 
about.  Docs  any  one  suppose  thnt  1  in 
5  of  them  referred  to  Chop.  105  and 
106  so  ns  to' vote  on  tlic  bill  with  pes! 
live  knowledge? 

Now  lo  go  back  two  winters— wo  fiud 
that  Legislature  also  "misled"  aad  pass- 
ing to  be  enncted  by  that  Governor  the 
so  called  mortgage  Inw  to  lighten  the 
poor  mint's  tax,  and  here  it  should  be 
siiid  thnt  those  Jaw  makers  wero 
badly  "misled"  that  their  law  failed, 
no  nsscssor  iu  the  State  was  w 
enough  to  apply  il  till  the  amcadmcnt 
of  last  winter  was  made. 

It  is  not  disputed  that  deception 
used  and  enough  votes  thus  sceureil  to 
pass  this  bill,  ns  nnythiug  tobeuefit  the 
poor  man  hns  n  churming  Bound,  even 
il  the  result,  its  in  this  enso,  made  the 
poor  mna  pny  more  lax  and  put  dollars 
in  the  pocket  of  the  rich  man. 

I*  this  tbe  truth? 

Wns  not  the -per  cent,  of  lax  in  Bos- 
ton raised  ln-t  year  nn  this  account? 
als6  in  every  city  and  towu  iu  the 
State?  The  most  obtuse  aiind  caa  see 
that  when  mil  ious  are  taken  Irom  the 
valuatioa  ,  the  per  ccat.  of  tax  is  raised 
— here  then  nrc  thc*e  millions — cnll  it 
20  in  Boston  last  year  and  it  would 
have  been  10  if  the  working  Bf  the  luw 
had  heca  fully  understood — these  mil- 
lions are  all  exempt  from  lax  1  Do  wc 
call  their  owners  poor  or  rich,  men  or 
women  !  All  auswer  rich.  Our  Gov- 
ernor may  be  ouc  of  those  favored  in 
pocket  by  this  lnw.ns  he  is  rich,  but  wo 
credit  him  with  seme  ef  tbe  Jackseninn 
disposittou  to  work  for  the  public  good 
— this  much  iu  him  is  unselfish  and 
commauds  respect. 

Our  wish  is  that  tbc  then  Governor 
bad  set  his  brakes  in  the  lorm  of  a  ve- 
to,pointing  out  results  from  a  "milled" 
General  Court.  But  this  is  spilt  milk. 
The  next  best  thiug  is  to  repeal  the 
law,  or  if  it  is  right  iu  principle  tu  tnx 
so  as  to  mitko  the  rich  richer  nad  the 
poor  poorer,  then  extend  that  principle 
and  further  amend  tho  mortgage  law  so 
ns  to  apply  the  benefits  to  tho  same 
class  of  debtors  iu  personal  property — 
uot  discriminate  in  favor  of  real  estate 
dchts  nud  against  debts  ou  personal 
property. 

The_princif  1c  iu  tnxnliou  should  be 
to  unearth  Wltat  is  tnxnble — not  exempt 
it.

Excluding  pensions  from  tho  com- 
parison, the  New  York  Times  finds 
that  less  money  was  appropriated  for 
tho  curroDl  expenses  cr  Uio  government 
at  the  session  of  congress  just  closed 
than  nl  any  session  during  tho  part 
three  years. 

A  low  which  passed  nt  tho  cud  of*tlc 
session  without  atlrnctiug  much  nttcn- 
tiou  provides  for  the  tmusini»sion  of 
small  sums  by  mail  ia  n  more  couvau- 
ient  and  cheaper  way  thna  by  postal 
order.  The  "postal  aotes"  authorised 
by  this  Jaw  may  be  issued  by  the  pojt- 
ter  at  nny  moocy  order  office  for 
less  thna  five  dollars,  are 
made  payable  to  bearer  al  any  money 
order  office,  iucludiug  that  at  which 
they  were  issued,  are  good  for  thrco 
months  from  tbo  last  day  of  the  month 
ia  which  they  were  issued,  and  a  fee  of 
three  cents  is  charged  for  each  order. 
After  thrco  months  the  postal  note,  if 
previously  paid,  can  ouly  be  re- 
deemed at  Washington  by  sending  an 
applicatiou  ia  a  prescribed  form  to  tho 
supcrinteadcal  of  tho  uiouoy  order  sys- 
tem, and  tho  payment  of  another  feo  of 
three  cents.  The  same  act  authorises 
the  ifsuo  of  money  order*  for  sums  of 
less  thaa  one  hundred  dollars,  nt  rales 
varying  from  eight  cools  for  a  tea  dol- 
lar order  to  forty-fivo  ccuts  for  ono 
of  oae  hundred  dollars. 

In  the  House  10,C50  bills  were  in 
troduced;  650  were  passed;  10,- 
16  pages  of  lho  Congressional  Record 
printed;  at  1500  words  to  tho 
ige,  this  would  amount  to  1(1,000,000 
rords.

cases  heretofore  adjudicated  by  Con- 
gress and  the  deportments  ;  to  increase 
pensions  for  "vtrm  nud  leg"  nnd  '-eye 
and  car"  disabilities  -r  to  allow  the 
importation  of  the  Caaadino  graia  for 
griadiag,  aad  lo  pay  Oregon  870,000  | 
for  tho  Modoc  wur.

Any  j^ho  aro  curious  about  the  admin- 
istraliifn  of  a  dinuorat  the  White  House 
will  flnjd  tbo  details  carefully  set  forth 
ibe  following  letter  furoishod  us  by 
the  Tiiucs-Star  of  Ciuciouali  from  its 
eorrespondont  at  the  cnpitol :  The  cus-  | 
toms  of  state  dinacrs  nre  somewhut 
:himgcd  under  President  Arthur.  For 
merly  the  great  east  room  was  not  much 
used  on  these  occasions,  the  guests  being 
received  by  tho  President  in  tbo  blue 
parlor,  aad  thouco  escorted  lo  tho  slate 
diuiug-room.  Now  tho  guests  nre  re- 
ceived ia  ILe  cast  room,  aad  spend  some 
time  there  before  going  lo  the  state 
dioiug-room,  promenading  slowly  down 
tho  hroad  hall  as  they  pass  Irom  the  re- 
ception rooai  to  Ihc  tables.  The  tabic 
in  the  state  dining-room  iu  tho  White 
IIouso  will  scat  by  close  crowding  tbirly- 
six  people.  This  is  ihc  greatest  num- 
ber invited,  and  ustiallythcrc  arcuot  less 
than  thirty  on  Ihese  ocensioas.  Where 
it  is  convenient  lo  do  so,  the  number 
of  ladies  is  made  equal  lo  that  ol  the 
gcollemoD.  At  diplomatic  dinnors.when 
nil  tile  foreign  ministers  aro  to  be  pres- 
ent, the  rulo  is  uot  always  followed. 
Tho  tahlo  ig  usually  very  handsomely 
ornamcutcd  with  flowers,  a  lingo  floral 
design  of  some  sort  appearing  as  a  ccn- 
•  piece,  and  smallor  ones  ucar  the 
ds.-  Two  large  golden  caadclabra, 
branching  candlesticks,  holding  per- 
haps n  dozen  caudles  apiece — reminding 
ue  very  much  of  the  pictures  of  the 
golden  candlesticks"  in  the  old  family 
Bible — occupy  places  oa  the  table,  oue 
cither  end  of  the  floral  ccatcrpicoc. 
These  contain  the  flncsl  of  wax  cau- 
dles, which  arc  lighted  just  before-  tho 
begins.  Near  the  ends  of  the 
table  arc  smaller  candelabra,  with  pcr- 
lmlf  dozen  caudles  apiece,  each 
having  a  little  pink  lined  shade  at  the 
top.  supported  by  a  iilvcr  rod  which 
clasps  ibe  caudle  near  the  bottom. 
The  plates  are  placed  about  thirty  in- 
cs  apart  around  ihc  lahle,  oa  cuch 
plate  a  napkin,  nnd  on  the  napkio  a  l>o- 
quel.  Koi'  tho  ladies  there  is  a  flut 
corsago  hoquet  of  rose-bud  and  tomc- 
Ijnics  lilies-of-the-vnllcy  :  lor  the  gea- 
llcaieu  usually  a  siuglo  half  opened  rose 
bud.  With  these  is  laid  a  card,  one  on 
each  plate,  bearing  the  name  of  the  per- 
son who  is  assigned  lo  this  plncc.  The 
head  of  the  table,  ou  these  occasion!, 
aot  at  the  end,  but  in  the  middle. 
The  scat  occupied  by  the  Prcsidcut 
half  w^iy  up  the  sido  of  the  table,  ucx 
e  door  at  which  the  guests  enter. 
The  lady  xAiom  he  escorts  la  dinner 
ut  his  right :  uud  the  honored  guest 
on  the  occusiou  'sits  directly  opposite 
the  President,  with  his  lady  on  his  right. 
On  the  orrh  al  of  lho  gucsto  atstho  house 
each  gentleman  receives  from  the  usber 
oacloscd  card.  On  one  side  oT  this 
a  plau  of  tho  table  with  cuch  scat 
numbered.  On  the  other  side  is  the 
lame  of  the  ludy  whom  he  is  to  escort 
o  the  tahlo  uud  the  uumb'ers  ot  the  seats 
hey  urc  lo  occupy.  When  the  geatlc- 
maa  litis  "shed"  his  outer  garments  iu 
the  drcssiug-rooin  he  cxaraiucs  his 
ird-  curses  or  blesses  the  fates  which 
lmvp  eonsigocd  him  to  au  uncongenial 
igcninl  partner,  aud  hies  him  lo 
the  cast  room.  After  paying  his  re- 
spects to  the  President  ho  hunts  up  his 
lady,  and  expresses  his  delight  at  the 
Hood  fortune  of  having  so  charniiog 
>artucr.  Meantime  the  famous  Marine 
Iinud  has  taken  its  place  in  the  vesti- 
bule. After  a  half  hour  spent  iji  con- 
versation ia  the  east  room,  the  Prcsi- 
eat  gives  the  signal  to  the  attendaul, 
ho  passes  il  on  to  the  hand,  which 
strikes  up  somo  opproprinto  sclectiou, 
aad  the  Prcsidcut,  giving  bis  right 
arm  to  tho  Indy  whom  he  is  to  escort  to 
dinucr,  leuds  the  way  to  ihc  dining- 
room.  The  others  follow,  each  geu- 
tlcmau  giviug  his  nrmto  the  lady  desig- 
nated hy  his  cord.  The  President  ns- 
tmlly  tukes  to  the  tnblc  tho  wifo  of  the 
Secretary  of  Sialo  ns  the  lady  of  high 
raak.  The  promennde  down  tho 
long  hall  to  the  dining-roon 
alow,  nod  is  a -  striking  and  bcaiilijul 
spcctuclc.  The  Indies  aro  ia  ovening 
costume,  the  handsomest  that  money 
and  ingenuity  can  provide,  aud  the  gca- 
tlcmeu  iu  dress  suits,  the  lights  bril- 
Hunt,  tlio  hull  lined  with  flowers  and 
tropical  phiuts,  aud  the  music  eulranc- 
iug.  Arriving-  ut  the  table,  the  guests 
aic  scntcil  iu  their  order,  nod  lho  dinucr, 
which  is  nsunlly  in  twelve  or  fourteen 
courses,  with  u  half  dozen  diU'ercut 
wiucs,  occupies  fully  three  hours,  aud, 
it  may  ho  ndded,  is  good.
